A LESSON FROM EUROPE. 


The Commercial Club of Chicago did valuabie service in send- 
ing a trained educator, Edwin G. Cooley, to investigate the voca- 
tional schools of Burope. Mr. Cooley's reports have been printed 
in part by several of the Chicago papers, and form very interesting 
reading. It was news, for example, to a great many of Irish extrac- 
tion to learn how excellently vocational training has been developed 
in the Emerald’ Isle: and ft is no small satisfaction to Catholics to 
know of the very important part which has been taken in this 
development by the Christian Brothers. 

Ireland is very far ahead, in some branches of vocational train- 
ing at least, of many older countries of the world. In a conversa- 
tion with Mr. Cooley, after tis first visit to Ireland, he waxed 
very eloquent over the results attained by the Brothers. Undonubdt- 
edly, the future of Ireland, under Home Rule, will depend largely 
upon keeping her young people at home. To do this, a vocational! 
training is necessary, for agriculture must be put on a scientific 
basis and industries established and maintained in the South. 
There seems to be no reason why the Industries of Ireland should 
be entirely in the Northern section, except the very general one, 
which {a more cogent than most people think; vis., that big busi- 
ness {s not always developed to the fullest extent by a people who 
are fortunate enough to be etrictly honest. 

But Mr. Cooley's observations have not been confined to one 
country. His reports on Denmark and Germany are splendid. The 
Danes have three schools for small farmers, established by the 
small land holders, themselves. These people own and control 
their schools. Students stay from five to six months. The State 
gives aid. The alm of the schools ts to provide both general and 
technical instruction for both males and females; to make them 
better farmers, housewives, mechanics and citizens, by showing 
thom what ¢an be done with the Danish soll, and by the thoughtful 
application of science to agriculture. The schools have large farms 
and everything that goes with them, all of the highest grade. 

The Germans have many agricultural. schools, as well as 
numérous vocational mechanical schools. “ Germany alms to feed 
ita own people, and has {ts problem weil in band. Prussia also has 
5,125 country continuation schools, all with an agricultural bias, 
and all preparing for the winter agricultural schools. Priesia has 
even seven bee-keeping schools, six poultry schools. In Bavaria 
there are seven dairy schools, seventy-four farming and agricul- 
tural winter schools. Investigation shows that Germany is now 
supplying eighty-five per cent. of the wheat needed and could 
supply it all if the farmers lived on rye bread, as they formerly 
did. Germany is supplying ninety-five per cent. of her own meat. 
Thus, it seems as if she would soon attain her economic inde. 
pendence. 

I merely mention these things to call them to the attention 
of the readers of “Our Sunday Visitor,” who are engaged in farm- 
ing, or who look forward to industrial pursuits for their children. 
The gravest danger the Church faces in this country does not come 
from anti-Catholic movements,, which ijn many ways are even a 
help. The danger ts in the children of farmers leaving farms to 
encounter the unknown dangers of the city. The best foundation 
for a strong and vigorous Catholic population, without a doubt, is 
the rural church, and while Protestantism is now constantly 
worrying about It, it behooves us to do some worrying for ourselves.

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AN INTERESTING RULE.

In our last issue we quoted what a great authority has to say 
of the true nature of Sodalities, as a Schoo] for the Lay Apostolate, 
and as a help to all the activities of the parish. We come now to 
a still more interesting proof of the destiny of the Sodality to be a 
center of Apostolio effort. This proof is a rule of the Sodality 
itself, which is contained In the edition of 1910, and is indeed the 
most prominent rule of all, sitice it is put in the very Gret place, 
As one opens the book of rules, this paragraph strikes his eye: 

“The Sodality of Our Lady * * * is a religious 
bedy which aims at fostering in its members an ardent 
devotion, reverence and filial love towards the Biessed 

Virgin Mary. Through this devotion, and with the protec- 

tion of so good a Mother, it seeks to make the Faithful 

gathered together under her name, good Catholics, sin- 
cerely bent on sanctifying themselves, each in his state of 
life and sealous as far as their condition in life permits to 
save and sanctify their neighbor, and to defend the Church 

of Jesus Christ against the attacks of the wicked,” 

The rule is admirably brief and to the point. It tells at once 
what the Sodality is, a religious body, an association of Catholics 
which has a distinctly religious purpose and aims at religious ends 
by religious means. What these ends of the Soodality are, is ex- 
pressed with equal clearness. First of all, to foster an ardent 
devotion, reverence and filial love toward the Blessed Virgin Mary. 
This is the prime purpose and end of the Sodality, to honor, love 
and reverence, to serve with faithful devotion the Holy Mother of
